Eighty-year-old  Ben  H,  Bullock  of  Provo  contacted  the 
Daily  Universe  between  quarters  with  information  relevant  to 
a letter  in  March  10  Safety  Valve  by  David  Kintigh  about  hav- 
ing a temple  on  campus.  Because  of  its  unique  interest  certain 
information  is  herewith  extended  to  Universe  readers — especi- 
ally LDS  Church  members. 

“Prediction  made  by  President  Brigham  Young  in  the  pres- 
ence of  my  father,  Benjamin  Kimball  Bullock,  and  my  mother, 

Martha  Elizabeth  Hart  Bullock,  and  repeated  to  me  by  both  my 
father  and  mother  on  several  occasions  prior  to  the  death  of  my 
father  in  1901,  which  I recorded  in  my  diary  before  his  death. 

PARENTS  SPEAK 

“My  parents  speaking.  ‘During  the  early  days  of  Provo, 

President  Brigham  Young  asked  several  of  the  Saints  to  ac- 
company him  on  to  what  is  known  as  “Temple  Hill,”  in  the 
northeast  part  of  Provo,  Utah. 

“‘We  were  among  those  present  and  President  Young  ad- 
dressing us  said,  “We  have  ascended  to  the  summit -of  this 
beautiful  hill  and  now  you  are  standing  on  holy  ground.  The 
day  will  come  when  a magnificent  temple  will  he  erected  here 
to  our  God  and  I want  you  to  look  and  behold  the  scenic  beauty 
of  this  wonderful  valley,  with'  these  grand  old  mountains  of 
Ephraim  to  the  north  to  the  east  of  us,  with  their  rugged  can- 
yons and  towering  peaks  and  to  the  west,  we  have  a wonderful 
lake  of  fresh  water  adding  more  beauty,  and  by  building  the 
temple  here  on  this  spot  of  ground,  these  is  plenty  of  room  away 
from  the  edge  of  the  hill  for  all  needed  purposes  ...” 

LOCATION  SELECTED 

“I  have  been  on  Temple  Hill  with  my  parents  when  but  a 
poy,  when  it  was  covered  with  sage  brush,  and  I was  shown 
the  location  site  for  the  temple  selected  by  President  Young, 
which  is  on  the  hill  on  the  vacant  land  to  the  east  of  the  (Cou- 
gar) stadium. 

“I  also  wish  to  state  that  the  late  Edward  H.  Holt  . . . also 
knew  of  this  prophecy  made  by  President  Young,  and  I have 
talked  with  him  about  it  and  he  said,  “Oh  what  a wonderful 
spiritual  effect  will  be  given  to  the  students  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University,  to  have  a magnificent  temple  on  the  hill 
and  the  university  buildings  surrounding  it.” 

“He  took  a pencil  from  his  pocket  and  made  a diagram  on 
paper  showing  to  me  his  ideas  of  the  whole  situation  and  the 
same  location  site  for  the  temple  as  shown  by  my  parents,  was 
also  pointed  out  by  him. 

“In  witness  whereof,  the  party  hereinafter  named,  has 
hereunto  set  his  hand  this  4th  day  of  August  A.  D.  1952.  Sinn- 
ed in  the  presence  of  Julian  F.  Greer  (notary  public). 

Ben  H.  Bullock” 

SITE  ENVELOPED 

Actual  site  regarding  this  prophecy  is  located  on  the 
quadrangular  plot  enveloped  by  the  proposed  new  library,  stu- 
dent  union,  administrative  and  humanities  buildings,  accord- 
ing to  personal  observation  with  Bullock  rcently.

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IBM  Builds 
Computer  in 
Scroll  Work 

NEW  YORK,  — (INS) — A huge 
electronic  computer  has  cata- 
logued all  words  in  the  fabulous 
Dead  Sea  Scrols  to  bring  their 
translation  and  interpretation 
years  closer. 

International  Business  Mach 
ines  announced  completion  of 
the  index  of  the  2,000-year-old 
finds  at  a news  conference  in 
New  York  City. 

Nearly  30,000  words  in  the 
non-biblical  fragments  of  some 
500  to  600  scrolls  were  indexed 
by  alphabet,  by  their  position  in 
the  fragments;  by  the  words  that 
precede  and  follow  them  and  by 
characteristics  as  they  appear  on 
the  scrolls — such  as  rubouts,  in- 
sertions and  omitted  letters. 

Prof.  James  Muilenburg  of 
the  Union  Theological  Sfehiinary, 
a noted  biblical  scholar  and 
authority  on  the  scrolls,  said  the 
IBM  705  electronic  computer  in- 
dex is  “of  incalculable  import- 
ance for  work  on  the  scrolls.” 

It  permits  scholars  to  make 
highly  probably  guesses  as  to 
missing  or  unreadable  words, 
and  gives  them  ready  references 
to  word  contexts.

The 
non-biblical  scrolls  illuminate 
Judaism,  the  New  Testament  and 
the  origins  of  Christianity.
